I Why did you get 
involved with start¬ 
ing GenderSpark? 

I have always felt 
that nothing is more pow¬ 
erful than young adults 
advocating for themselves 
and each other. When I 
was asked to be a part of 
GenderSpark, I was hon¬ 
ored. The young leaders 
that fronted this organi¬ 
zation were dedicated, 
passionate, brilliant and 
wanted to create a move¬ 
ment for the trans 
youth community 
that would be sus¬ 
tainable. I consider 
myself to always be 
accessible as much 
as possible to this 
particular popula¬ 
tion. I want them 
to tell me where my 
expertise, experi¬ 
ences, education, 
advocacy, etc. could 
be most helpful. 

There were no 
organizations for 
transgender, gen- 
derqueer, questioning and gender non-conform¬ 
ing youth to go for resources or just a listening 
ear. Those young adult leaders of this organiza¬ 
tion were capable and believed in the importance 
of having an organization like this. The diversity 
was something to be proud of as well, not just 
race and ethnic difference but social class, levels 
of education, experience and identities. I wanted 
to be a part of something new that I hope will 
change the world and the way we think. 

What is the group up to now? 

I haven’t been an active participant 
with GenderSpark for several months due 
to family concerns and work demands, but I hope 
to soon be more involved soon. Now, I hope Gen¬ 
derSpark members would be willing to have their 
meeting within Affirmations. As far as I know, 
they are currently on a hiatus but are in the works 
of planning some major events and transform¬ 
ing this organization into something even more 
amazing. The founders are working hard from 
what I understand. I’m excited to see the work 
they completed and how I can be of service for 
the work that still needs to be done. 

What got you interested in working with 
LGBT youth? 

I came out at an “old age” compared 
to the youth that I work for. I was 22 years old, a 
junior in undergrad and confused beyond belief I 
had to come to terms with a lot about myself, and 
about the community I was raised in, its culture 
and the responsibility that I had to myself, my 
family and my community. Unfortunately, at the 
time, these all felt like different missions. How 
could I be truthful to myself while still carrying 
out the responsibilities of what was expected of 


me within my family and my 
community? 

I didn’t know where 
to start, so I started reading. 
I took a specific course in 
graduate school that focused 
on poverty and education, 
then I did a research paper 
on LGBTQ youth. Aside 
from the struggles to sur¬ 
vive within poverty, young 
people had to struggle with 
a lack of quality education, 
and the abuse and/or neglect 
of identifying as LGBT. 
I thought about my 
struggles with coming 
out and the emotions, 
insecurities and false 
beliefs that my LGBT 
identity was a sin and 
that I would go to hell 
from feeling the way 
I did. 

But nothing could 
prepare me in doing 
my best to serve as a 
resource to this spe¬ 
cific community more 
than working directly 
with this population. I 
wanted to know these 
youth and young adults by name and know their 
experiences. I saw the youth at Affirmations and 
the organization as a safe space. 

What do you believe you can offer youth, 
given your background? 

I am a youth worker with expertise 
in prevention work to eliminate high suicide 
rates, homelessness, illiteracy, internalized ho¬ 
mophobia, middle and high school drop-outs, 
institutionalized racism, internalized racism and 
more, with a focus on the importance of qual¬ 
ity, accessible education. Assisting them with 
getting back in school, motivating them to stay 
in school, finding them an alternative school or 
trade school; showing them the positive options 
they have with their future. Next, empowerment. 
Our youth need a voice, and myself and the 
YEP staff have worked to create programs that 
will motivate and empower youth to become 
conscious of their voice and use it as a tool to 
advocate for themselves and each other. Finally, 
I hope I offer youth a resource for emergency 
housing, a listening ear and quality program¬ 
ming that allows them to feel free to express 
themselves in a positive way, feel challenged but 
not defeated and exposes them to a more active 
role in their communities. 

What LGBT issue is most important 
to you? 

Human rights are what is important 
me. The right to marry is a huge one, but person¬ 
ally not a part of my current mission.

MAC needs more 
members 

The Multicultural Advisory Committee 
of the Affirmations LGBT community center 
has announced that it is looking to recruit new 
members. Specifically, the group is looking for 
individuals with a passion for diversity and inclu¬ 
sion looking to help create a framework for those 
goals within the center. 

Interested persons must be able to commit 
at least four hours of time per month, including 
meetings from 6:30-8:30 p.m. on the first and 
third Thursday of each month.

The evening was hosted at Affirma¬ 
tions, and included a welcoming meet-and-greet 
and was followed by a one-hour presentation 
reviewing the historical context that created the 
MAC, the present work being conducted and the 
future expectations. Follow-up dialogue pointed 
to a need for the Multicultural Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to continue to communicate its progress 
to the community at large. 

The MAC is currently working on collect¬ 
ing demographic information about the region, 
collecting program and service information from 
area nonprofits and conducting an in-depth analy¬ 
sis of Affirmations’ policies and practices. 

The MAC meets monthly at Affirmations 
and includes Pamela Alexander, Michelle Ander¬ 
son, Nkosi Figueroa, Tamara Halliburton, Torii 
Hamilton, Zip Johnson, Reynaldo Magdaleno, 
Ryan Oliver, Michelle Walters and Walter 
Washington.

Where to focus our efforts in the year ahead

On Jan. 13, the Michigan Congress is back 
in session. And with the first meeting of the state 
House of Representatives and Senate comes the 
midway point for current bills attempting to pass 
within the legislative session. 

For Michigan’s LGBT community, the 
2010 push is crucial. 

Several LGBT rights bills were introduced 
last year; none have passed. Both community 
activists and the Triangle Foundation hope that 
the new year brings a renewed drive to make 
some - if not all - of the legislation a reality 
in 2010. 

Elliott-Larsen Civil Rights Act 

Since both the passage of federal hate 
crimes legislation and the enactment of Ka¬ 
lamazoo’s anti-discrimination ordinance in 
November of last year, the push for including 
LGBT citizens in Michigan’s Elliott-Larsen 
Civil Rights Act has seen renewed vigor within 
advocates. 

The Elliott-Larsen amendment, HB 4192, 
saw significant movement within 2009. Intro¬ 
duced Feb. 5 by Rebekah Warren (D-Ann Arbor) 
in the Michigan House of Representatives, it 
was referred to the Committee on Judiciary the 
same day and, on Nov. 4, was passed by the 
committee on a 9-5 vote. 

“Michigan can proudly say that we are 
leading the way on behalf of equality and fair¬ 
ness for all of our residents. The passage of the 
Kalamazoo anti-discrimination ordinance was 
a tremendous victory and the momentum for 
equality is continuing with the committee vote 
yesterday,” said Shelli Weisberg, legislative 
director for the American Civil Liberties Union 
of Michigan. “We thank Rep. Rebekah Warren 
for her leadership on this issue and we look 
forward to working with her as the legislative 
process continues.” 

Since then, no votes or hearings have been 
scheduled on the floor of the House, but pro¬ 
ponents of the bill hope to see it pass in 2010, 
including the Triangle Foundation, which names 
the bills as one of its biggest areas of focus in 
the upcoming year. 

“We’re looking to find out from leadership 
when they plan to introduce (Elliott-Larsen) on 
the floor,” explained Director of Policy Berna¬ 
dette Brown. “And certainly calls from people 
help with that process.” 

Matt’s Safe Schools Bill 

Anti-bullying legislation, which has been 
introduced in every session of Michigan Con¬ 
gress for nearly a decade, remains a key issue 
for LGBT activists. 

Several bills were put into motion in 2009 
with varying degrees of demands to be made of 
school districts. House Bill 5093 and SB 159

are the strongest of the lot, including specific 
requirements on measures to be taken against 
bullying and an enumerated list of those to be 
protected, including for LGBT students. House 
Bill 4580 and SB 275 call for similar actions, 
but without enumeration. 

Both sets of bills were brought to the table 
in 2009 and all four have remained stuck in the 
Committees on Education ever since. 

Talks of the need to bullying legislation 
were raised again in mid-December after a 
Lansing bus driver allegedly verbally bullied a 
lesbian student. “This incident in Lansing is an 
example of why anti-bullying laws are needed 
in our schools in Michigan,” Alicia Skillman, 
Triangle executive director, told Michigan 
Messenger following the incident. “Something 
should be done so ... parents throughout Michi¬ 
gan will not have to worry about bullies like 
the bus driver.” 

Another bill, HB 4792, was introduced in 
April of 2009 and would only go so far as to 
“strongly encourage” that school boards work 
with parents and law enforcement to enact anti¬ 
bullying policies. Triangle hopes that enactment 
of HB 4792 could act as a stepping-stone to 
stronger anti-bullying legislation. 

Brown also added that views toward the 
legislation in any form have improved in recent 
months after a Michigan high school performed 
a play on bullying, opening up dialogue between 
educators and parents. “More parents have been 
speaking out in asking for this legislation,” 
Brown said. “I feel like there’s probably some 
momentum starting to move.... so we’re hoping 
there’s some energy behind (the bill) now.” 

Second-parent adoption 

Like the Elliott-Larsen amendment, a push 
for the passage of second-parent adoption had 


swift momentum for part of 2009, but came to 
a quick halt. 

House Bill 4131, which would allow part¬ 
ners of parents to legally adopt their partner’s 
child, was introduced in February by Rep. 
Alma Wheeler-Smith (D-Ypsilanti) and passed 
the House Judiciary Committee on April 22. 
Since then, it has seen no movement on the 
House floor. 

“Our next goal is to have this bill brought 
before the full House of Representatives for a 
vote,” the Coalition for Adoption Rights Equal¬ 
ity said in a statement in April. 

But although CARE, Triangle and other 
advocates remain supportive of the legisla¬ 
tion, Brown said the momentum seems to have 
slowed. “I haven’t been able to perceive any 
energy around (second-parent adoption),” she 
said. “It’s still there; we still talk about it and 
it’s still something that’s important, but in terms 
of where most of the energy is, it’s definitely 
behind Matt’s (Safe Schools) Law.” 

Taking action 

Brown maintained that one of the most 
crucial components to getting these pieces of 
legislation passed - along with other important 
bills, including several protecting citizens with 
HIV and the proposed repeal of Proposal 2 - is 
the voicing of support by constituents. 

“What I hear a lot from legislative staff¬ 
ers is that they hear a lot from the opposition, 
but they hardly hear anything at all from the 
LGBT community,” she stressed. “We send 
out e-mail blasts and ask people to please call 
them, because they really keep track of these 
calls. It’s really important - definitely on the 
day of the hearing, but even before a hearing - 
just to call or e-mail and let them know you’re 
supporting it.” 

Lobbying in person in Lansing works well, 
too, said Brown, and Triangle hopes to organize 
another lobbying day for LGBT and allied sup¬ 
porters in 2010. “We’re still discussing our plans 
for the year,” she said. 

Brown stressed that the legislators to put 
pressure onto are Wayne Kuipers and Alan 
Cropsey, two Republican senators who have 
routinely stood in the way of passage of any 
pro-LGBT legislation. 

Triangle hopes that by the end of the ses¬ 
sion, the effort put in by their organization, 
along with thousands of activists, will pay off 
with the passage of both Matt’s Safe Schools 
Law and the Elliott-Larsen hate crimes amend¬ 
ment. But anti-bullying legislation, specifically, 
is where their biggest focus lies. 

“We definitely want to see Matt’s Law 
passed,” Brown said. “That has the most bi¬ 
partisan support of any of the legislation that 
we’re supporting. It’s important that we get 
that done. Parents are really exhausted; they’re 
exasperated, at this point, with trying to get

found stabbed to 
death in home 

Former UM teacher’s alleged killer 
using gay ‘panic defense’ In court

INDIANAPOLIS - An Indiana University 
and former University of Miehigan professor 
was stabbed to death in his Bloomington home 
Dee. 27 in an attaek that poliee said was moti¬ 
vated by an ineident that oeeurred on Christmas 
Day. A man authorities eall a reeent aequaintanee 
was being held on a murder eharge. 

The vietim was 53-year-old Don Belton, 
an assistant professor of English at lU, English 
Department ehairman Jonathan Elmer told The 
Assoeiated Press. 

Miehael J. Griffin, 25, of Bloomington is 
being held without bond in the Monroe County 
Jail on a eharge of murder. 

Griffin, an ex-Marine, 
pleaded not guilty in initial eourt 
hearing on Dee. 30 at a Monroe 
County eourt. 

Aeeording to eourt doeu- 
ments, Griffin told poliee he 
fatally stabbed Belton during 
an argument Dee. 27. Griffin 
alleged that Belton had sexually 
assaulted him twiee on Christ¬ 
mas Day. 

Bloomington poliee Et. 

David Drake said Griffin and the 
vietim were reeently aequainted. 

“I don’t think they knew eaeh 
other well, at least not for a long 
period of time,” he said. 

Poliee believe the slaying 
stemmed from a Christmas Day ineident at Grif¬ 
fin’s home, he said. Drake said the vietim was 
stabbed “at least five or six” times in the baek 
and several times in the front of the torso. 

A friend who eame to the vietim’s house 
found the body in the kitehen on Dee. 28, Drake 
said. Poliee who were ealled to the seene found 
both doors unloeked and no signs of foreed entry. 
Nothing was missing, he said. 

Investigators deeided to talk to Griffin be- 
eause he was one of the last people mentioned 
in the vietim’s journal, Drake said, then got 
information that led them to eonsider him a 
possible suspeet. Offieers who searehed Grif¬ 
fin’s home Monday night found a 10-ineh-long 
military style knife believed to have been used 


in the killing, Drake said. 

Aeeording to the lU Web site, Belton had 
formerly taught at Shippensburg University 
in Pennsylvania, the University of Miehigan, 
Maealester College and the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania and had leetured at the Sorbonne. He 
was also a published author who had written 
for Newsweek and The Advoeate and edited an 
anthology of essays, titled “Speak My Name: 
Blaek Men on Maseulinity and the Ameriean 
Dream.” Belton also penned a novel in 1986, 
“Almost Midnight.” 

Elmer said in a statement that Belton’s 
friends, eolleagues and students were “shoeked 
and terribly saddened by the news of his

We will miss 
him terribly,” the 
statement said. 

Belton had 
taught at lU 
sinee fall 2008, 
the statement 
said. 

Drake said 
the vietim had 
lived in the home for about six months. Neigh¬ 
bor Euis Roneayolo said Belton was a good 
neighbor. 

“Very niee guy,” he told Indianapolis tele¬ 
vision station WTHR. “Very outgoing. Niee to 
meet. Wanting to talk to people. Niee to meet 
and deal with,” he said. 

A eandlelight vigil was held in Belton’s 
honor Jan. 1 in Bloomington. Hundreds of 
people attended, and friends said the death eame 
as a shoek and remembered him as a beloved 
member of the eommunity. 

Belton’s friends also said they don’t believe 
Griffin’s aeeusation. Griffin is being held with¬ 
out bond in the Monroe County Jail.

Karl “ban gay mar¬ 
riage for politieal gain” 
Rove and his seeond wife 
have ealled it quits via 
the no-fault divoree laws 
of Texas.

What did Ameriea 
gain by denying so many gays and lesbians the right 
to marry - enshrining homophobia into state eonsti- 
tutions, no less? What, besides the shittiest president 
we’ve ever had who left messes we’re all going to be 
eleaning up for deeades if not lifetimes to eome? 

Bush’s niekname for Rove, Turd Blossom, is 
more fitting than he realizes. 


Amanda Simpson starts work this week 
as one of the first presidentially appointed 
transgender persons to the exeeutive braneh 
of any administration. The honor as the first 
belongs to Dylan Orr, a 30-year-old law sehool 
graduate from Seattle. 

The Obama administration appointed 
both Simpson and Orr in late November. Orr 
began work on Dee. 7 as speeial assistant to as¬ 
sistant seeretary of labor Kathleen Martinez in 
the Offiee of Disability Employment Poliey at 
the Department of Labor. Simpson, 49, began 
work on Dee. 29 as Senior Teehnieal Advisor 
in the Bureau of Industry and Seeurity. The 
Bureau’s mission is to proteet national seeurity 
through the management of international trade, 
the enforeement of treaties, and the promotion 
of eeonomie, eyber and homeland seeurity. 

Orr, a native of Seattle, graduated from 
the University of Washington Sehool of Law in 
July and was admitted to the bar in November. 
During law sehool, his studies foeused on dis¬ 
ability rights, eivil rights and employment and 
immigration issues. He served as president of 
the law sehool’s GLBT student organization. 
He did his undergraduate work at Smith Col¬ 
lege in Massaehusetts, and also worked for a 
time with the Department of Soeial Serviees 
in Salem, Massaehusetts. 


N.J. Assembly

TRENTON, N.J. (AP) - The head of 
the New Jersey Assembly will ask lawmakers 
in his ehamber to vote on a bill to legalize 
same-sex marriage only if the state Senate 
passes it first. 

The deeision, announeed Dee. 31 by 
Joseph Roberts, a Camden Demoerat who 
supports gay marriage, is the latest step in 
a tumultuous bid to get lawmakers to pass 
the law before Jan. 19, when a new governor 
takes offiee. 

Gay rights advoeates in New Jersey ral¬ 
lied outside the Statehouse in Trenton on Jan. 
4 as part of their last-ehanee effort to persuade 
lawmakers to legalize the bill. Advoeates are 
ealling on legislative leaders to allow lawmak¬ 
ers to vote on the issue, even if it doesn’t look 
like it will pass. 

On the same day, a group of elergy from 
several faiths sent a letter to top lawmakers 
saying that they support the measure. 

Advoeates for the law say there is still a 
ehanee they will sueeeed, but Roberts’ deei¬ 
sion to give the issue to the Senate shows that 
the push isn’t gaining mueh momentum at a 
erueial moment. With neither the Assembly 
nor the Senate ready to take a vote, the bill is, 
in the words of one Senate leader, “in limbo 
at best.” 

Five states - Conneetieut, New Hamp¬ 
shire, Iowa, Massaehusetts and Vermont - 
reeognize same-sex marriage. A similar bill 
is also pending in Washington, D.C. Most 
states have eonstitutional amendments to ban 
gay marriage. 


Simpson, 49 and a native of Chieago, 
reeently worked as a ehief engineer with the 
Raytheon Missile Systems in Tueson and holds 
degrees in physies, engineering and business 
administration, aeeording to National Center 
for Transgender Equality. She has worked in 
the aerospaee-defense industry for 30 years, 
is a eertified flight instruetor and has 20 years 
experienee as a test pilot. 

The YWCA of Arizona honored Simpson 
in 2004 as one of 12 “Women on the Move.” 
She has also served on the boards of the 
Southern Arizona ACLU, Equality Arizona 
(formerly Arizona Human Rights Fund) and 
the Southern Arizona Gender Allianee. She 
has also served on the Tueson Commission on 
LGBT Issues and on the national board of the 
National Center for Transgender Equality. 

Simpson, a Demoerat, ran in 2005 for a 
seat in the Arizona House of Representatives, 
but was defeated by the ineumbent Republiean 
in the largely Republiean state.

The New Jersey Senate Judieiary Com¬ 
mittee passed the bill on Dee. 7 after an emo¬ 
tional seven-hour publie hearing, with gay 
eouples and their supporters weighing in on 
one side and those who oppose gay marriage 
for moral and religious reasons on the other. 

A vote in the state Senate was seheduled 
for three days later. But before it eould hap¬ 
pen, the bill’s sponsors reversed eourse and 
said they wanted the Assembly to eonsider the 
measure. Though there was never a vote in the 
full Senate, the abrupt about-faee indieated that 
it was not likely to pass. 

Roberts, who is retiring from the Assem¬ 
bly when his term ends Jan. 12, said he didn’t 
want to hold another hearing in the Assembly 
beeause all sides have been publiely aired. 
He said he would bring it direetly to the full 
Assembly for a vote - but only if the Senate 
passes it first.

Aeeording to LGBT blogger Autumn 
Sandeen at pamshouseblend.eom, Simpson 
announeed on her Faeebook page in late No¬ 
vember that she had aeeepted the appointment 
from the Obama administration. 

“I like the idea that Amanda Simpson, 
a trans-identified woman with an ineredible 
resume, is beeoming an inspirational figure 
for trans youth,” blogged Sandeen. “Amanda 
Simpson’s appointment speaks to a new real¬ 
ity: The next generations of trans people ean 
dream mueh bigger dreams than trans people 
in generations past.” 

In an interview in 2008 with a Tueson 
eable show, Politieal Perspeetives, on Aeeess 
Tueson, Simpson noted that she has worked 
with “a lot of people in the military.” 

“And my eustomers at the time of my 
transition were Air Foree and Navy offieers,” 
she said. “And they were very aeeepting and 
supportive.”

Sen. Ray Lesniak, a sponsor of the mea¬ 
sure in the Senate, said he and eo-sponsor 
Loretta Weinberg would asked Codey to put 
the bill to a vote on Jan. 7 “and fight like hell 
to get it passed.”

Steven Goldstein, ehairman of the LGBT 
rights group Garden State Equality, said he 
wanted both houses to allow votes on the 
bill. 

“In the meantime,” he said, “we will 
eontinue to work day and night for vietory 
soon.” 

Len Deo, president of the soeially eon- 
servative New Jersey Family Poliey Couneil, 
said that the bill beeomes less likely to pass 
eaeh passing day. 

But he wasn’t going to eelebrate vie¬ 
tory yet. 

“I’m going to eelebrate on midnight Jan. 
11,” Deo said, referring to the day before the 
Legislature reorganizes. After that, the odds of 
seeing a bill passed would be mueh smaller. 

Gov. Jon Corzine, a Demoerat who sup¬ 
ports marriage equality, is being replaeed on 
Jan. 19 by Chris Christie, a Republiean who 
says he would veto the bill if it passes after 
he’s sworn in.

The LGBTs of health care

Health care is a gay civil rights 
issue. With all of the heat that has been 
generated in the health care debate 
over the past several months, it is easy 
to lose sight of its relevance to LGBT 
folks. Much of the media coverage 
over the summer was devoted to base¬ 
less accusations that health care reform 
would result in rationing of care, or that 
elderly people would be subject to the 
dictates of so-called “death panels.” The 
recent media focus on health care has 
dealt with the process itself, the details 
of which can be arcane and confusing 
to people. 

What’s not hard to understand, 
but doesn’t get much attention in the 
mainstream media, is that reforming 
health care matters a lot to the LGBT 
community. 

One obvious reason is because 
there are many LGBT folks who lack 
basic and affordable health care. Our 
community has been just as victimized 
by this “great recession” as any other 
segment of society. Unlike others, how¬ 
ever, those in our community who are in 
committed relationships cannot always 
count on receiving the spousal benefits 
of our life partners when we lose our 
jobs. Securing universal health care cov¬ 
erage in the U.S. would guarantee that 
all people - gay, lesbian, transgender, 
bisexual, and straight - have access to 
affordable health care, no matter who 
they are. 


One little-noticed provision of 
the health care reform bills now being 
discussed in Congress is a change in 
taxation of health benefits. 

Right now, if an LGBT (or even 
straight) person receives benefits 
through their domestic partner, they 
must pay taxes on the benefits as if it 
were income. The result is that many 
people are effectively being punished 
for accepting a legitimate benefit. The 
current reform efforts include provisions 
to drop this penalty and allow people 
to receive health benefits from their 
domestic partner’s employer without tax 
liabilities. Absent full marriage rights, 
this change in tax laws would result in 
more equitable treatment for LGBTs. 

While the LGBT community suf¬ 
fers from the same illnesses and medi¬ 
cal conditions as everyone else, there 
are some diseases that are particularly 
salient to us. HIV/AIDS, sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases, pregnancy planning and 
prevention, anal and cervical cancer, 
and substance abuse issues are just a 
few of the medical conditions that af¬ 
fect significant numbers of people in 
the LGBT community. 

In addition to these challenges, 
there are the psychological and physi¬ 
ological issues that transgender people 
must consider in the process of gender 
transition. Those in our community who 
do not have adequate health coverage 
cannot deal appropriately with these 
and other medical challenges. Expanded 
health care coverage would mean that 
more LGBT people could get the medi¬ 


cal treatment we need and deserve. 

Yes, health care does matter to us. 
While the House and Senate have both 
passed health care bills, the differences 
between the two versions will need to 
be reconciled before a final bill goes to 
President Obama. Nothing in either of 
the approved health care bills is set in 
stone, and there is much organized op¬ 
position to genuine health care reform.

I ’m sure on Sunday, Dee. 20 at some non¬ 
affirming ehureh somewhere in Washington, 
D.C., some hellfire-and-brimstone minister 
blamed the 16 inehes of snow blanketing the 
nation’s eapital on the invitation of some 50-plus 
members of the LGBT eommunity to the White 
House the preeeding Thursday. But if he knew 
what was really happening, he’d know it’s a new 
day where sermons on hatred and homophobia 
are passe. 

When the possibility of a White House visit 
was first hinted by the National Blaek Justiee Co¬ 
alition’s new exeeutive direetor, Sharon Lettman- 
Hieks, I had my doubts. Of eourse one would 
expeet it for the Human Rights Campaign or the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task Foree,but for the 
National Blaek Justiee Coalition, it was a bit of a 
streteh. Yes, we have a blaek president, but was 
the world really ready to reeognize the blaek gay 
eommunity? I was hopeful but reluetant to talk 
about the visit. What if it fell through? What if it 
was all hype? What if I was being punked? What 
if? What if? What if? 

But as the details began to eome together, 
I really started to get exeited. And when I had 
to provide information for White House seeu- 
rity elearanee I knew it was real and I eouldn’t 
keep it to myself any longer. I read the e-mails 
on White House etiquette, started planning the 
perfeet outfit to wear and hit the gym to buff 
up my arms just in ease I went sleeveless and 
Miehelle Obama was in the room. 

All joking aside, this invite was huge and 
another moment when the LGBT eommunity - 
espeeially the blaek LGBT eommunity - took 
yet another step toward being reeognized as 
equal threads in the fabrie of Ameriea and that 
the LGBT eommunity was as diverse as the 
eountry. 

I felt the shift in Oetober shortly after join¬ 
ing the board of NB JC with the announeement of 
the organization’s new exeeutive direetor. Even 
before meeting Sharon Lettman, I was reading 
about her. This straight ally with a stellar traek 
reeord in soeial justiee, known and respeeted by 
funders and skilled at uniting diverse interests to 
benefit the greater good, was joining our team. 

At the HRC National dinner I saw her in 
aetion and realized “it was on now!” How eould 
anyone who had worked with her politieally 
and on soeial justiee issues, who elaimed to be 
progressive, look her in the eye and say, “Yes, 
but not for the LGBT eommunity”? 

It’s a new day - not just for gay Ameriea, 
but espeeially for blaek gay Ameriea, whieh often 
is underrepresented in what is pereeived as a 
white male issue. A strong, empowered blaek gay 
eommunity is a powerful weapon in eradieating 
raeism and homophobia. This was a message of 
hope and new direetion I was able to share with 
my LGBT family eaeh time I told someone that 
I was going to the White House. 


Two days before leaving for Washington, 
D.C., I spoke before a elass from Miehigan State 
University on the future of gay eivil rights. I fol¬ 
lowed an aide from Rep. Pam Byrnes offiee who 
talked about her hopes to repeal Miehigan’s ban 
on same-sex marriage. After he finished, I was 
asked, “What ean we do?” by the students. 

We talked about the 2010 eleetions and eivie 
engagement. We talked about how eaeh of them 
needed to be OUTstanding in their eommunity - 
not just being out at whatever level was best for 
them but also eneouraging their family, friends, 
neighbors and eo-workers to be out as allies, 
whieh would immediately inerease our voiee - 
ehanging hearts, minds and votes. 

As usual, I ended with my pet projeet, lob¬ 
bying - loeally and nationally - a perfeet lead-in 
to what had beeome my tag line: “I’m going to 
the White House.” 

Now I was under no illusion that the Presi¬ 
dent and I were going to sit down for a one-on- 
one talk, but I was just tiekled pink to be in the 
same spaee. But one student made me think when 
they asked “If you eould say one thing to Presi¬ 
dent Obama, what would you say was important 
for LGBT equality?” 

My answer to her and to the President would 
be about the Employment Non-Diserimination 
Aet. 

If you want the eountry to reeover eeonomi- 
eally, every Ameriean - LGBTQI and straight 
- must be able to bring our best, our energy, 
our fresh ideas to the table. We must be able to 
find jobs and know we will be evaluated by our 
performanee and not be diseriminated against, 
denied employment or fired just beeause we 
are gay. We should be able to talk about, show 
pietures of and provide benefits for our families 
so we ean help build strong eommunities. 

I was ready. I had my bag paeked, my outfit 
seleeted and my statement, if asked, prepared. 
But as fate would have it, life through me a 
eurve ball. It was a little something ealled the 
“Copenhagen Summit.” Instead of attending 
the beginning of the summit. President Obama 
would be speaking at the end and leaving on 
Thursday, our night. 

So we strolled through the White House. 
One gay man from another organization, 
disturbed by a pieture being erooked tried to 
straighten it and knoeked it on the floor (too 
funny). We took photos by the Christmas tree 
then waved good bye as our President boarded 
the helieopter. 

No pose down of arms with Miehelle 
Obama. No tete-a-tete with President Obama. 
But we were invited to the White House and, in 
its own way, that was another small step in our 
mareh toward full equality. 

And the snow? Well, that was God throw¬ 
ing eonfetti in the joy that maybe, just maybe, 
the day is near when we will all eome together 
in peaee and equality.

A S 2009 frantically ticks itself into soap opera eternity - good 
riddance. Butch! - I’m having a pleasant wind-down dinner 
with artist Jon Strand at Pete’s Place, Femdale. 

Well-known restauranteur Peter Mel’s popular spot is near 
enough to be accessible by main thoroughfares; far-out enough to be 
Broadway-musical cozy. Hollywood private. See and be seen. Reason¬ 
able prices. Menu varied. Very us. 

Jon, 61, is a pointillist. A dotter. He also punctuates his gossip 
about movies, figure skating, the social registry, the tell-all personal 
journals he’s been keeping for nearly 40 years, his sage dog Fabrazzio, 
rescued two years ago from owner abuse, at much ongoing expense 
and commitment.

Gay couple marries in Argentina 


A gay male couple legally married in Ar¬ 
gentina Dec. 28. 

Activists Alex Freyre and Jose Maria Di 
Bello tied the knot at a registry office in Ushuaia, 
capital of the far-southern province of Tierra 
del Fuego. 

The couple had been blocked from marrying 
in Buenos Aires on Dec. 1 after a national judge 
issued a ruling that confiicted with a city judge’s 
ruling that had authorized their marriage. 

The nation’s Supreme Court then promptly 
announced it would resolve the matter of the 
confiicting rulings. 

In Tierra del Fuego, meanwhile, Gov. 
Fabiana Rios issued a decree allowing the mar¬ 
riage there. 

She called the marriage “a breakthrough 
in human rights and social inclusion” and said, 
“We are delighted that it has happened in our 
province.” 

Federal and provincial human rights of¬ 
ficials attended the wedding. 

“Finally, the first marriage between per¬ 
sons of the same sex in Latin America and the 
Caribbean has occurred,” said Claudio Mor- 
gado, president of the National Institute Against 
Discrimination, Xenophobia and Racism, who 
witnessed the event. “This took place after a 
strong activist fight by FALGBT (Argentina 
Federation of Lesbians, Gays, Bisexuals and 
Trangenders) and great work of coordination 
between IN ADI and the legal secretary of Tierra 
del Fuego. IN ADI feels that we had to join in 
this historic moment marking a major advance in 


the fight against discrimination against lesbians, 
gays, bisexuals and transgenders.” 

INADI immediately featured the wedding 
at the top of its official Web page. 

“I am happy to have accomplished this, 
which for others is so easy and for us has been so 
difficult,” Freyre told Radio 10 after the ceremo¬ 
ny. “We promised that we were going to do the 
impossible to fulfill our wish, which is not Oust) 
something of Jose Maria and Alex but rather the 
wish of millions of gays and lesbians.” 

A bill to legalize same-sex marriage na¬ 
tionwide is pending in Argentina’s Congress and 
FALGBT President Maria Rachid says there are 
enough votes to pass it. 

“There is sufficient consensus to address the 
law at the beginning of (2010),” she said. “The 
(vote) counts show we have a sufficient majority 
to act on it and approve it.” 

Buenos Aires, some other Argentine cities 
and the province of Rio Negro already have civil 
union laws for same-sex couples. Elsewhere 
in Latin America, similar laws are in force in 
Uruguay, Mexico City, the Brazilian state of 
Rio Grande do Sul, and the Mexican state of 
Coahuila, which borders Texas. 

In addition to Tierra del Fuego, same-sex 
marriage is legal in Belgium, Canada, the Neth¬ 
erlands, Norway, South Africa, Spain, Sweden, 
and the U.S. states of Connecticut, Iowa, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, New Hampshire and Vermont. It 
will become legal in March in Mexico City and 
Washington, D.C.

Christmas Eve homosexuality arrests 
in Senegal 


Twenty-four men were arrested at a house 
in Saly, Senegal, on Christmas Eve for “homo¬ 
sexual activities,” local media said. 

They were held overnight and may face 
prosecution. 

Evidence collected by police included 
cosmetics, wigs, condoms and lube. 

Having gay sex in Senegal can lead to 
imprisonment for up to five years. 

In August, two men from the town of 
Darou Mousty were convicted of sexual acts 
“against nature” and jailed for two and five years 


respectively after neighbors claimed they were 
having gay sex. 

Numerous other men have been arrested 
since early 2008 for “crimes” variously called 
“homosexuality,” “incitement to debauchery,” 
“corruption of good behavior,” “acts against the 
order of nature,” “indecent conduct” and “homo¬ 
sexual marriage,” according to the International 
Gay and Eesbian Human Rights Commission. 

East May, Prime Minister Souleymane 
Ndene Ndiaye called homosexuality “a sign of 
a crisis of values,” IGEHRC said. 
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Georgian gay group raided, gay ieader 
heid for two weeks 


The gay group Inclusive Foundation was 
raided by police in Tbilisi, Georgia, Dec. 15 and 
the organization’s leader, Paata Sabelashvili, 
was jailed for two weeks. 

Gay activists in Western Europe say the 
group remains under surveillance and that its 
phones are tapped. 

“We are very concerned with the way the 
police forces treated the staff of the Inclusive 
Foundation and with the damage they caused to 
the office,” said Martin K.I. Christensen of the 
European Region of the International Eesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Trans and Intersex Association. 
“The other worry is that Georgian police still 
monitor the office and that other leaders of the 
Inclusive Foundation, Tinatin Japaridze and Eka 
Agdgomelashvili, continue to be under police 


surveillance.” 

The raiding officers did not wear uniforms, 
identify themselves, produce a search warrant 
or explain the raid, activists said. 

The officers confiscated cell phones and 
denounced members of the Women’s Club, who 
were meeting at the time, as “perverts,” “sick 
people” and “Satanists,” activists said. 

Police threatened to out the women and 
threatened to kill Agdgomelashvili when she 
would not stop demanding a search warrant and 
the officers’ identification documents. 

Inclusive Foundation leaders say they are 
constantly followed by “cars full of men without 
uniform” and that “one such car is permanently 
stationed outside the entrance to the house of 
one of the staff members.”w 


Belarusian activists fined for picket at 
Iranian Embassy 


Three members of GayBelarus were fined 
a total of about $467 Dec. 23 for picketing the 
Iranian Embassy in Minsk to protest Iran’s treat¬ 
ment of gay people. 

Sergey Androsenko was fined $307 for 
organizing an unauthorized protest and Sergey 
Praded was fined $123 for taking part in it. A 
third participant was fined $37. 

An embassy employee testified that among 
the people handed protest material was the Ira¬ 
nian ambassador himself 

Androsenko said his fine was unusually 


harsh for nations of the former Soviet Union and 
equals one month’s worth of his salary. 

“I am going to appeal for review ... to the 
U.N. Human Rights Committee,” he said. “It will 
reveal the roughness of Belarusian legislation to 
issues of organizing such actions and restrictions 
on expressing one’s own thought.” 

“The world can’t hear the voice of Iranian 
gays, who are being executed,” he added. “We, 
activists of EGBT movement, have to become 
this voice.” 


HIV travel ban fully lifted

The U.S. HIV travel and immigration 
ban was officially lifted on Jan. 4, 22 years 
after first going into effect. South Korea also 
lifted its HIV ban on the same day, leaving 
only a handful of authoritarian countries that 
still use HIV status as a factor in controlling 
who crosses their borders. 

Jesse Helms, the late reactionary Sena¬ 
tor from North Carolina, had championed 
the ban. In 1987 he pushed for a regulation 
imposing the ban, then in 1993 convinced 
Congress to codify it into law. It was the 
only disease specifically named within the 
immigration statute as reason for denial of 
entry. 

HIV-positive individuals could obtain 
a special waiver to visit the U.S. and many 
did. But others declined to do so out of fear 
of discrimination within their own country if 
their status became known. 

The successful push to eliminate the 
travel ban was part of reauthorization of 
PEPFAR, the President’s Emergency Plan 
for AIDS Relief, which Congress passed in 
the summer of2008. The Bush administration 
supported that removal. 

That administration began the lengthy 
and tedious process to change regulations 
required under the ban. The Obama adminis¬ 
tration continued steps in that process. 


Last month the International AIDS 
Society announced that it would bring the 
XIX International AIDS Conference to Wash¬ 
ington, DC in July 2012. It had last held the 
biennial meeting in the U.S. in San Francisco 
in 1990, but subsequently boycotted a return 
to the U.S. because of the travel ban. 

Immigration Equality spokesman Steve 
Ralls said they anticipate that the first HIV¬ 
positive persons to enter the U.S. after the 
ban has been lifted will be the Dutch couple 
Clemens Ruland, 45, and Hugo Bausch, 50, 
who are scheduled to land at JFK airport in 
New York on the afternoon of Jan. 7. 

Ruland won an essay contest sponsored 
by an AIDS organization in the Netherlands 
for their clients, with a trip to New York as 
the prize. Ralls acknowledged that selection 
of the pair as “the first” is “pretty arbi¬ 
trary,” but he said hundreds of persons had 
contacted Immigration Equality about the 
pending changes in U.S. policy and Ruland 
and Bausch are the first of that group to hit 
these shores. 

“This policy, in place for more than two 
decades, was unnecessary, ineffective, and 
lacked a public health justification,” said Joe 
Solmonese, president of the Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC). “A sad chapter in our 
nation’s response to people with HIV and 
AIDS has finally come to a close, and we are 
a better nation for it.”

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Birmingham photographer 
documents gay hook-up 
cuiture, seeks subjects

J ames Carrillo is watching himself masturbate. In a photo, 
anyway - part of a series that the 26 -year-old has been work¬ 
ing on since September as part of a photography course at 
Cranbrook Academy of Art in Birmingham. The out photographer, 
who’s included the photos on his Web site (www.jamescarrillo. 
com), is documenting hook-up culture in the gay community. He 
spoke with us about the project, including his attraction to it and 
how he actually hates pictures of himself 


Why did this project attract you? 

The work I did prior to this project dealt with sexuality, consumption 
and most recently with domesticity. So, the concept of gender roles and 
homosexuality were an underlying issue. I felt at this stage in my work and 
personal growth it was time to address issues dealing with homosexuality 
and hook-up culture head on instead of skirting the issues. 


What are you trying to convey with the photographs? 

I’m interested in the area between fantasy and reality. 

I want to investigate the disconnect that exists within 
hook-up culture. The disconnect being the antisocial 
database of Craigslist and ManHunt, etc., and the 
intimate scenarios they conjure and whatever level 
of intimacy they bring to the situation, however im¬ 
personal it may be. I don’t wish to make images that 
are pejorative or make heroes with my images, just 
illuminations. 


How did you go about finding subjects 
for it? What were the challenges? 

The photos were initially intended to be a documenta¬ 
tion of sorts. I began the project by trying to avoid my 
previous working method of using self-portraiture and 
figurative image. I soon realized that it was not going to 
happen with great success. I began using sites that are 
geared to no-strings-attached relationships as a point of

‘Idol’ frontrunner finds her voice, Mary 
J. Bilge weaker with ‘Stronger’ 


classic underbelly of “The Un-American,” a circusy song with a 
biting social commentary, epitomizes that. It only ruins him when 
it deprecates his voice, buzzing with percussion like “You Do It 
For Me” does. Otherwise, it’s worth breaking open. Grade: B 


Katharine McPhee, ‘Unbroken’ 

Now a blonde, you wouldn’t 
recognize the former “Idol” 
frontrunner on the cover of her 
second album. That’s probably 
the point. After an awful, R&B- 
leaned 2007 debut bombed and 
struggled to artistically define 
the singer-tumed-actress (caus¬ 
ing her then-label RCA Records 
to drop her), the former broad’s 
going the Mandy Moore route - right down adult-contemporary 
road. Songs like the first couple pop confections - mid-tempos 
“It’s Not Right” and “Had It All,” the irresistible first single - fit 
McPhee better than the shoes she ridiculously sang about on her 
predecessor, partly because the focus wisely shifts to her fine, 
cloudless voice. It’s an alluring instrument that works marvelously 
on “Say Goodbye,” a piano-led lament vulnerably conveyed in a 
haunting cadence. Unfortunately, it’s often also stylistically va¬ 
nilla - and a heap of bland ballads rounding out the album aren’t 
particularly wooing. But at least she’s moving her Manolos in 
the right direction. Grade: B- 

Mary J. Bilge, ‘Stronger withEach Tear’ 

If ever an artist could sell a cliche, it’d be Mary J. Blige. So much 
raw conviction is served alongside her inimitable powerhouse 
voice that even self-empowerment platitudes, like those on the 
canned MJB upper-anthem “Each Tear” off her ninth studio 
album, go down easier than they should. But even a bona fide 


soul queen like Blige can’t redeem something as abominable 
as “Kitchen,” cooking up atrocious rhymes and silly appliance 
metaphors like a parody. Meat’s missing in the hallow shells of “I 
Love U (Yes I Du)” and “I Feel Good,” and a few cookie-cutter 
club songs - produced by trendy hip-hop hot shots - dilute Blige’s 
trademark stamp, but still do their job. She gets into her groove on 
“I Am” with its classic-ballad throwback vibe. But it’s the prized 
closing paean, “I Can See in Color” - a sparse, bluesy song of 
joy, redemption and self-love - that makes bold boasts like “I’m 
the best” more believable. Grade: C+ 

Matt Morris, ‘When Everything 
Breaks Open’ 

Major guts make good on the 
adventurous debut of the out 
Colorado native - formerly a 
Mouseketeer, now a songwriter 
for the stars. One being Justin 
Timberlake, who signed Morris 
to his Tennman label (and serves 
as co-producer of his first CD) - 
a move that further mirrors the 
pop force’s strong musical sense. 
Morris has a gorgeous, tenor-to-falsetto fluidity to his malleable 
voice, and on “Let It Go” it flowers into Rufus Wainwright-like 
wonder. But he’s also unafraid of making bold moves: His style¬ 
hopping work - atmospheric rock (“Just Before the Morning”), 
rhythmic Jason Mraz-styled soul (“Love”) and baiting pop (radio¬ 
ready “Live Forever”) - is full of instrumental nuances. The 


‘Glee: The Music, Vol. 2’ 

TV’s indelible wrecking-ball is like a game: How gay can it get? 
Season one’s second half of songs includes “True Colors.” And 
Tina Turner’s “Proud Mary.” And an acoustic molding of Ma¬ 
donna’s “Papa Don’t Preach.” Several popular musical faves, like 
“Don’t Rain On My Parade,” also ’mo it up, but mind-blowing 
mash-ups are still missing. At least with moving ballads like 
“Imagine,” it’s better than the first installment. Imagine that. 

Kylie Minogue, ‘Live in New York’ 

If a disco ball could talk, it would sound like this - a sprawling 
25-track, digital-only concert release that’s ceaselessly charged 
with high-energy shimmer. Highlights: a jazzy “Locomotion,” a 
shook-up “Speakerphone” and “Everything Taboo Medley.” All 
the eye-popping aesthetics that were part of the charming Aussie’s 
first U.S. tour are left to the imagination. The music’s generally 
so good, it doesn’t even matter. 

Allison Iraheta, ‘Just Like You’ 

With pipes that belie her 17 years - and sound ripped from Pink’s 
DNA- the fourth-place “Idol” finisher’s suitable first album is full 
of fizzy, fun delights. “Friday I’ll Be Over U” is retro grunge-pop 
at its best. But raw-sounding slowies like “Scars” and “Trouble 
Is,” especially mimicking her vocal doppelganger, spotlight her 
rough-and-gruff growl. Lots of promise is here, but now she’s 
gotta find her own voice.

Lansing musician to 
drop sixth album at 
local release party

Music is as much a part of Barb 
Barton as her surroundings on the cover 
of her sixth album. Nestled in a woodsy 
area with a guitar slung over her shoulder, 
the Lansing musician spends a lot of time 
there, among nature, recharging and find¬ 
ing solace. 

As part of a yearly ritual, she cel¬ 
ebrated winter solstice last month with 
birds, mice and a fox family in her back¬ 
yard, right next to Bancroft Park, feeding 
them nuts and fruits. The title of her very 
DIY disc (she produced, engineered and 
mastered it) - “Turtle Dove,” which can be 
purchased at a release party/show on Jan. 
10 at the Unitarian Universalist Church of 
Greater Lansing - is an extension of that 
gusto for nature, naming it after one of the 
most beautiful birds in existence. For Bar¬ 
ton, the image, which also reflects peace, 
blossomed out of nowhere. Or maybe not

thinks, consider¬ 
ing nature’s her 
indirect muse, 
as it’s been since 
she launched her 
singer-songwrit¬ 
er career with 
her 1992 debut. 

“It’s always 
been such a part 
of me,” says 
Barton, who 
works to pro¬ 
tect endangered 
species with the 
Michigan Natu¬ 
ral Features In¬ 
ventory. “What 
I’m inspired to 
write about are 
things that move 
me in some way, 
whether it’s a 
personal experi¬ 
ence or some¬ 



thing I observe in other people; something 
I hear on the news or some kind of an 
injustice that people might want to learn 
about.” 

Acoustically driven, the album mesh¬ 
es the mellow, neo-folk of Mary Chapin 
Carpenter and the rhythmic sounds of the 
’60s. Apropos since Barton was raised 
with a rock ‘n’ roll foundation, eating 
up the music of Crosby, Stills & Nash, 
Led Zeppelin, The Monkees and Heart. 
The ’70s post-drug era sound is infused 
through “Predator and Prey,” a Celtic/East 
Indian-emitting ditty she calls “a smoking 
hash song.” A remake of “Bus Stop” main¬ 
tains some of its original semblance of the 
’60s, when it was a hit for the English rock 
group The Hollies. 

Then, Barton was just a young girl, 
singing that song in elementary school 
and already playing guitar. She even tried 
cutting a multitrack recording with a few 
tape recorders. She’d sing into one, then 
layer harmonies and guitar parts over the 
playbacks. 

“By the time you were done with 
it, you just sounded like static - but you 
could hear yourself in there somewhere,” 
laughs Barton. 

As the ’80s rolled in, she advanced 


from the garage - where she’d play with 
her high school schoolmates - to the bar 
circuit, playing with a newly formed rock 
band. A few years later, she went solo 
and performed at gay coffeehouses and 
Michigan Pride. 

She’s been out since age 12, oblivious 
to society’s ignorance. For her it was just 
a natural part of her being; for everyone 
else - including her family, school and 
small town of Edwardsburg, Mich. - it 
was a mental illness. She reflects on all 
of it without regret, but with curiosity: 
“I often wonder what life would’ve been 
like if it would’ve been a little different 
then,” she says. “I look around today and 
I’m so grateful that gay and lesbian kids, 
at least in some areas, have social support 
systems.” 

Even the birds could sing to that.

Magenta’s beautiful music sings sad tune

It’s fairly unusual for a musical - or 
any stage production, for that matter - to 
end at pretty much the exact point at which 
it began. But playwright and composer 
Jason Robert Brown turns conventional sto¬ 
rytelling upside down - or is it backwards? - 
with “The Last Five Years,” a simultaneous 
look at the beginning and end of a five-year 
relationship. Told primarily through song. 
Brown’s complicated libretto and score 
are hauntingly beautiful, yet full of vocal 
and artistic challenges. Such potential dif¬ 
ficulties didn’t intimidate Magenta Giraffe 
Theatre Company’s artistic director Frannie 
Shepherd-Bates, however, as theatergoers 
on a frigid opening Saturday night were 
treated to a powerful night of theater most 
won’t forget anytime soon. 

“The Last Five Years” follows the 
relationship between struggling actress 
Cathy Hyatt (Anne Marie Damman) and 
newly successful novelist Jamie Weller- 
stein (Kevin Young) from its bright and

promising start to its painful and teary 
finish five years (and a marriage) later. But 
rather than tell the story in a linear fashion 
and from a singular point of view. Brown’s 
two-person musical unfolds via two sepa¬ 
rate tracks: It opens with Cathy following 
the break-up and moves backward; Jamie’s 
story begins in scene two after their first 
date and progresses forward. The two sing 
a duet only when their timelines merge at 
their wedding mid-way through the play; 
other interactions are rare and brief 

While the concept takes a few minutes 
to get used to, the brilliance begins to reveal 
itself as actions mentioned by one or the 
other are fleshed out later in the other’s 
march through time. As their stories prog¬ 
ress, however, a plain, sad and inevitable 
truth becomes obvious. 

So too does the loving care given to 
the production by its entire team. 

With so little dialogue to help develop 
her characters, director Shepherd-Bates 
focuses on the emotional beats within the 
songs to shed light on their inner thoughts. 
It’s a successful approach, as both Damman 
and Young are always clear and concise 
with their intentions and motivations. And 
scene changes - which could be rather bor¬ 


ing and repetitive, since most are nothing 
more than one actor leaving and another 
entering - are carefully and thoughtfully 
planned and executed. 

One might quibble, however, with the 
director’s decision to split the one-act play 
into two. (It breaks the emotional tension 
that has been building so exquisitely.) 
Plus, except for the wedding scene, it can 
be somewhat confusing when one actor 
becomes part of the other’s scene. (Did 
the storyline merge again, or is it simply a 
recollection? Because of the actors’ focus, 
it’s not always clear.) 

Nonetheless, Damman and Young 
give strong, convincing performances 
throughout the show - even during the few 
times they struggle with the notes. (Some 
of the tunes are reminiscent of Stephen 
Sondheim’s work.) Young is at his best 
with “The Schmuel Song,” a fable Jamie 
wrote with a meaning Cathy may or may 
not ascertain. And Damman scored hearty, 
knowing laughs from industry-folk in the 
audience with “Climbing Uphill/Audition 
Sequence.” 

The music, under the direction of 
Michael Fiedler, is superb - with prob¬ 
ably the best accompaniment of any 
locally produced show all season. (Four 
top-notch musicians, plus Fiedler, provide 
the tunes.) 

The show’s technical elements are 
also excellent for a theater of Magenta 
Giraffe’s size, age and budget. Gwen 
Lindsay’s set is a flowing series of cal¬ 
endars that evokes the passage of time, 
while Rhame Rayes’ lights offer a warm 
glow to the relationship’s early, happier 
years, while a coldness falls upon its dis¬ 
solution.

All over town the decorations are 
coming down, unwanted gifts are being 
returned and people are relegating Christ¬ 
mas 2009 to the annals of memory. But at 
Detroit’s Abreact Performance Space, the 
celebrations have just kicked off with a 
very special gift from the minds of Mike 
McGettigan and Sarah Fulmer. “Happy 
Season to You, Acquaintance Name” may 
have arrived late, but it’s a perfect fit - no 
gift receipts necessary. 

McGettigan admits that the show 
simply didn’t come together in time to run 
against the myriad holiday productions of 
the season. But the reality is that a post¬ 
season opening works well for the show. 
Yes, “Happy Season” is set at Christmas¬ 
time, but it doesn’t contain the type of warm 
and fuzzy message common in holiday- 
themed productions. Instead, what it does 
deliver - by the sleigh-load - are laughs, 
plain and simple. 

The staff of Americapital Financial 
Services are stuck working on Christmas 
Eve for a tyrannical boss. When a blizzard 
hits, effectively cutting them off from the 
outside world, it looks as though six unlike¬ 
ly coworkers will have to spend Christmas 
together. And it also looks like Sartre may 
have been right: Hell is other people.

Setting a production in the “cube 
farm” world of corporate America may 
seem like an easy way to get snared in the 
trap of parody - think NBC’s “The Of¬ 
fice” or Mike Judge’s “Office Space” - but 
McGettigan and Fulmer have done a fine 
job of creating unique, original characters 
and a production that stands on its own 
merits. The script is packed with clever wit 
and sharp jokes that are, likewise, largely 
original. And when the play does borrow 
from other office-themed works - “a case 
of the Mondays” - it does so with a tip of 
the hat, rather than a greedy hand. 

“Happy Season’s” humor lies as much 
in the characters as it does in the sharp 
dialogue, and in this respect, the Abreact 
has succeeded greatly. Saturday night there 


were a number of bumbled lines and jokes 

- likely the result of the production’s rush 
to opening - but the cast is an excellent fit 
for the work, and all six players put forth 
consistently funny performances. 

Among them are many highlights. 
Sean McGettigan’s gender-bent appear¬ 
ance as Autumn Rogers, a flighty, new- 
age hippie, is played to the perfect pitch 

- campy without ever pushing the envelope 
far enough to detract from other perform¬ 
ers. Michelle Becker’s performance as 
Bonnie Lomax, the stone-hearted boss, 
has a perfectly icy precision - as cold and 
bracing as a Michigan winter. And Reb- 
beca Concepcion’s stubborn, abrasive 
Gwendolyn adds a healthy dose of tension 
to every scene, along with an edgy humor 
that seems a good fit for the work. 

Dawn Bartley, Travis Grand and 
Brian Papandrea (Papandrea alternates 
with Josh Campos in the role of Rob the 
security guard) all perform with fine co¬ 
medic timing and a fine chemistry. 

“Happy Season to You, Acquaintance 
Name” may have arrived a little late, but 
it’s a fine addition to this season’s holiday 
fare. McGettigan and Fulmer’s bold, origi¬ 
nal and raucously funny writing, coupled 
with excellent performances, make for a 
fantastic evening of theater.

Dating my 
friend’s ex 

Q , I have a question for you, but first let me 
• tell you what happened. I have had a good 
triend for as long as I ean remember; his name 
is Sean. He and I were in grade sehool together, 
went through high sehool and even attended the 
same eollege. We even eame out pretty mueh at the 
same time, to eaeh other first, then to the world. 
We’ve been best friends, but never lovers. That’s 
“us” in a nutshell. 

Sean dated and actually lived together 
for awhile with a guy named “Jim.” They 
were never really suited for each other, and 
it was a pretty stormy relationship. Sean and 
Jim broke up one year and 10 months ago. The 
break-up wasn’t pretty, but it was complete, as 
far as I can tell. Both of them have said that it 
is definitely over. 

Two weeks ago, Jim and I ran into each 
other in a bar, hit it off and began dating. I 
didn’t tell Sean that I was dating Jim. I wasn’t 
sure at the time that it would go anywhere, so 
why say anything until I knew, one way or the 
other.

Sean’s feelings come from - at least par¬ 
tially - his thoughts of “how could you date 
someone who was so awful to me; I’m your 
friend.” In other words, to him, it’s a loyalty 
issue. Another question in Sean’s mind could 
be: If you find Jim wonderful, what does that 
say about me? And Jim might talk about me, 
and probably not in a good way. 

A relationship is never really over in the 
sense that a person always has feelings for, of 
some sort, the person they’ve been involved 
with. It’s a human condition - though some 
people suffer more than others in this regard.

Celebrating the Winter Olympics and 
WinterPride in Vancouver and Whistler 



B ritish Columbia’s star city, Van¬ 
couver, and most famous ski town, 
Whistler, are hosting the Winter 
Olympics and Paralympics in early 2010, 
and from a GLBT perspective this is an 
unprecedented Olympic event. For the first 
time there will be a GLBT pavilion, called 
PRIDE House, set up throughout both sets 
of games, with the main base in Whistler 
and a satellite branch in Vancouver. Fur¬ 
thermore, the day after the Olympics clos¬ 
ing ceremony, Whistler kicks off its 18th 
Annual WinterPride gay ski week. It’s a 
very exciting time to experience these two 
wonderfully progressive and dramatically 
scenic destinations. 

What to See and Do In Vancouver 

In Vancouver, one of the world’s most 
stunning cities, you can kayak in English 
Bay in the morning before skiing down 
Grouse Mountain later that afternoon - 
indeed, few cities offer better access to 
the great outdoors. The city’s glimmering, 
postmodern center anchors a peninsula 
jutting into the rippling Strait of Georgia, 
its shoreline sculpted by bays and inlets. 
From just about anywhere on this penin¬ 
sula, you’re within walking distance of two 
beaches, leafy Stanley Park, the ultra-gay 
Davie Village district, and several similarly 
diverting neighborhoods. It’s for all these 
reasons that winter visitors to Vancouver 
will find plenty to keep them busy. 

Vancouver is a highly progressive 
place - feminists, lesbians and gays play 
a prominent role in local politics, have 
helped rejuvenate flagging neighborhoods, 
and support a compact but potent restaurant 
and club scene. The West End, which abuts 
downtown, is the city’s main gay commer¬

cial and residential seetor. You’ll find most 
of the gay nightlife and soeial seene along a 
roughly eight-bloek streteh of Davie Street 
known as Davie Village. Farther north, 
Davie interseets with another lively strip of 
eool shops and restaurants, Denman Street. 
At this interseetion, you’re just steps from 
sparkling English Bay Beaeh, a fine spot to 
eateh a few rays on a warm afternoon. 

Davie Village is a terrifie neighbor¬ 
hood for eating and barhopping. Bin 941 
exemplifies the growing popularity of tapas 
restaurants in Vaneouver. Try the mussels 
steamed with habanero ehilies, kafir-lime 
leaf and eypress-honey lager, and enjoy a 
loeal vintage from the fabulous wine list. 
The eampy and affordable Hamburger 
Mary’s is a fun, late-night bet for burgers, 
fries and diner fare. Near where Davie 
meets Denman, you ean sample inven¬ 
tive Paeifie Northwestern euisine at the 
Raineity Grill where dishes like grilled 
bison strip loin with lentil-and-braised-rib 
ragout await you. Grab an espresso nearby 
at gay-popular Delany’s or up the street at 
Melriehes, whieh is just around the eomer 
from the aeelaimed queer book and gift 
shop. Little Sisters. 

Later in the evening, eheek out Davie 
Street’s gay bars, the most popular being 
Celebrities and the Odyssey, whieh both 
draw young, stylish erowds. Both spots 
pull their share of lesbians, but Celebrities 
is the more diverse of the two. The Odyssey 
has a festive patio and a great little danee 
floor. Other fun drinking spots along Davie 
inelude Oasis (an attraetively deeorated 
piano eabaret and restaurant), Pumpjaek 
(a neighborhood pub with a leather-and- 
Levi’svibe), 1181 (an ultra-ehiehi martini 
lounge drawing a well-eoiffed erowd). 
Fountainhead Pub (a easual bar with a great 
patio), Seore (the neighborhood gay sports 
bar) and Numbers (a lovably dive-y eruise 
bar with three levels). 

Just steps from the West End you’ll 
diseover the beautiful, rugged Stanley 
Park, whieh oeeupies a peninsula of 
more than 1,000 unspoiled aeres of lush 
greenery, forests of eedar and Douglas fir, 
sandy beaehes and panoramie maritime 
vistas. From here it’s a short drive to North 
Vaneouver, home to Grouse Mountain ski 


area. For a great photo-op, stop by the 
nearby 450-foot-long Capilano Suspension 
Bridge, whieh swings gently (for the most 
part) 230 feet above the river below it. 

Baek in the eity eenter, you’ll find 
some of the eity’s best upseale shopping 
along Robson Street, and you ean enjoy 
a more historie aspeet of Vaneouver by 
wandering through Gastown, the site of 
Canada’s transeontinental railroad termi¬ 
nus. Today you ean stroll along Gastown’s 
main eobbled thoroughfare. Water Street, 
past dozens of somewhat touristy shops 
and restaurants. A eulinary highlight in 
Gastown, Salt Tasting Room lets guests 
ereate their own ehareuterie-and-eheese 
platters, with an emphasis on regional 
artisan purveyors (as well as fine BC 
wines). Not far from Gastown, also eheek 
out romantie Chambar, whieh speeializes 
in ereative Belgian fare. 

Walk several bloeks south, not far 
from BC Plaee Stadium (a major venue in 
the Olympies), and you’ll find Yaletown, 
where Vaneouver’s fine-arts-and-fashion 
elite has eonverted dozens of early 20th- 
eentury warehouses into ehie restaurants, 
galleries and shops (ineluding the stellar 
gourmet food market. Urban Fare, an ex- 
eellent plaee to piek up pienie supplies). 
Yaletown is also where you ean eateh a 
water taxi to Granville Island, a former 
shipping and proeessing eenter for the 
eity’s logging industry that’s been eon¬ 
verted to a mammoth publie market and 
many galleries and artists’ studios. 

Yaletown abounds with sophistieated 
restaurants and memorable people wateh- 
ing. There’s Blue Water Cafe, whose spe- 
eialties inelude a sampler of four eeviehes 
with salmon, halibut, tuna and seallops, and 
a wonderful entree of loeal sablefish eara- 
melized with soy and sake. A bloek away, 
sliek Glowbal Grill & Satay Bar turns out 
delieious food, ineluding tequila lamb satay 
with lime-mint glaze. This is the flagship 
of the white-hot Glowbal restaurant group, 
whieh ineludes the aeelaimed Yaletown 
neweomer Soeiety, with its eheeky take 
on mod eomfort food. Don’t miss the very 
grown-up milkshakes (like one with Nu-

tella, frangelico, and baileys), or the rieh lobster 
gnoeehi with a parmesan emst. 

A downtown Glowbal eatery that’s de 
rigueur for fans of seafood, the swanky Coast 
Restaurant is one of Vaneouver’s definitive 
see-and-be-seen hangouts. From ineomparable 
Dungeness erab eakes to smoked salmon flat- 
bread with dill-ereme fraiehe and eapers. Inside 
the gay-friendly, disereetly upseale Metropolitan 
Hotel, you ean savor first-rate Paeifie Northwest 
euisine, ineluding loeal bay seallops with poreini 
risotto, and Pemberton Valley beef strip-loin and 
short ribs with lump erabmeat and bordelaise 
sauee. With its grand, old-world setting and 
beautifully interpreted elassie Continental eui¬ 
sine, Baeehus is a lovely plaee to share a glass 
of wine by a roaring fire, or feast on Dover sole 
or slow-braised veal eheeks. 

It’s a 15-minute drive east of the eity eenter 
to Commereial Drive, a neighborhood that’s been 
reborn in the past deeade as the eity’s lesbian 
hub. Here you’ll find several woman-owned 
shops, ineluding Womyn’s Ware, the definite 
souree for women’s sex toys, lube, and fetish 
wear. Most afternoons and evenings, you’ll see 
eute dykes passing time at the neighborhood’s 
several shabby-ehie eoffeehouses. This is also a 
great area for affordable, healthful euisine. Ex- 
eellent options inelude globally inspired Stella’s 
Tap & Tapas Bar and Havana, a great souree for 
delieious Latin-infused fare. 

What to See and Do in Whistler 

The town of Whistler is home to one of the 
world’s largest ski areas, the twin mountains 
(eonneeted by a dramatie aerial tram) of Blaek- 
eomb and Whistler. During the Olympies, only 


about 5 pereent of resorts’ ski runs will be in use 
for eompetitions, meaning this is an exeellent 
time to ski the rest of the mountain. Between 
the Olympies and Paralympies, fromMareh 1-8, 
thousands of partieipants will attend the town’s 
fantastie WinterPride, whieh has as many aetivi- 
ties for nonskiers as for skiing and snowboarding 
enthusiasts. There’s eooking elasses, zip-lining 
tours, parties and events at the LGBT PRIDE 
House Pavilion. 

You’ll find several superb restaurants in 
this upseale resort, where most of the dining, 
shopping and lodging is set around an attrae- 
tive eentral village. Don’t miss the exeeptional, 
ereative euisine served at Bearfoot Bistro, one 
of the town’s top eateries - there’s also a ehie 
ehampagne bar. Try Bearfoot’s nightly five- 
eourse tasting menu - favorites here inelude 
venison loin with sunehoke-vanilla puree, and 
loeal lingeod with erispy squid “frites.” Other 
romantie, gay-friendly dining options of note 
inelude the elegant Wine Room at the elassie 
Fairmont Chateau Whistler resort, and the farm- 
to-table-inspired euisine of Araxi. 

Tandoori is a regular supporter of Winter- 
Pride and always a reliable bet for artful Indian 
euisine. Head to Monk’s Grill, at the foot of 
Blaekeomb Mountain, for apres-ski fun or, 
later in the evening, some of the finest steaks 
in town - this is one of the more gay-popular 
hangouts in Whistler, as is down-home Dusty’s 
Bar and BBQ in the resort’s Creekside village. 
For nightly revelry, a super-friendly staff, and 
some of the hottest people watehing in Whis¬ 
tler, drop by Garibaldi Life Co. (GLC), with 
its huge fireplaees and expansive patios faeing 
the mountain. The GLC is just steps from the 
Whistler Village Gondola. After a day taekling 
the resort’s internationally aeelaimed ski runs, 
this is the perfeet plaee to finish the day.
